Cameron. La., after the crash Wed­ 
nesday night, failed to uncover any 
tram of the missing airmen 
One of the Strate jets crashed 
toto the water and burned, while 
Ole other limped back to the Lake 
Charles Air Force Base here. One 
erewmen of the damaged plane 
balled out after the collision. Three 
airmen were in the Stratojet that 
crashed. 
“The visibility is good out in the 
Gulf, but so far there has been 
so sight of survivors,” an Air 
Force spokesman said “ However, 
we have not given up hope 
There 
Is a possibility that the man who 
bailed out could have come down 
to the coastal marshland ” 
Earlier an Air Force flier be­ 
haved there was a good chance of 
survival for the four crewmen 
Capt. John Notas of the 44th Air 
Refueling Squadron said he was 
flying in a formation of four tanker 
aircraft when he heard a radio 
report of the collision and then 
looked down and saw the crashed 
plane

Tuberculosis is a totally unnec­ 
essary disease. 
It can be prevent­ 
ed. 
It can be cured. 
Yet, tuber­ 
culosis remains a leading cause 
of death in the age group from 15 
to 35 — the years for supplying our

manpower 
needs for 
the 
armed forces and industry, 
the 
years when young people are pre­ 
paring 
for and 
embarking upon 
their careers, are building their 


homes and raising their families. 
Tuberculosis kills approximately 
twice 
as many 
men as women. 
Other 
groups 
among 
whom TB 
mortality is high are people who 
receive public assistance or relief

persons of poor economic 
status and inmates of institutions, 
particularly mental institutions. 
The major purpose of tuberculin 
testing programs in the high school 
population are: 
1. 
Case finding.

In Illinois thousands of

tests 
are given each

schools. Students who react to the 
tuberculin test should have chest? 
x-rays and a thorough physical ex-! 
amination by their doctor. 
These 
tuberculin testing 
programs 
as 
well as a chest x ray for positive 
reactors to the test are sponsored! 
by the Health department. 
In 
the high school 
groups, 
a 
freshm an may be negative or a 
non-reactor, but in one of the sub-] 
sequent years may convert to a 
reactor. 
There is a growing im­ 
pression among experienced chest 
clinicians 
that the 
first two or 
three years after conversion from 


a non-reactor to a reactor is an im­ 
portant period for the individual to 
be kept under observation, to as­ 
certain whether the infection beala 
or if it progresses to active dis­ 
ease. 
Each year all high school stud­ 
ents—now, transfers, or previous­ 
ly enrolled—on whom there is no 
record of a tuberculin test, should 
be 
included. 
Previous 
reactors 
are not re-tested, unless there is a 
really valid reason for doing so.

As each application is 
processed for a passenger car. a 
truck or other form of mot >r vc 
h id e such as taxis, ambulances, 
busses, trailers and so rn: trailers or 
motor cycles, the original registra­ 
tion goes to the applicant and J 
duplicate to tho clerk of his county. 
Carpenter wrote each county 
clerk last week stating that original 
registration cards are being sent 
them each Friday. 
The law, he 
said, is intended to give each coun­ 
ty un up-to-date list of registered 
car owners in the county. 
Last 
week's mailing was comparatively 
small, but will grow as the custo­ 
mary swamping of f'arpentier's of­ 
fice gets under way in January’ and 
February. 
The law was sponsored in tho 
General Assembly by Reps. Paul

PANAMA CITY 
Two Amer­ 
icans have been arrested and are 
being held incommunicado here in 
connection with the Sunday night 
murder of President Jose A. Ro 
mon. it was reported today. 
Irving IM. Lipstein, tentatively 
identified as a Los Angeles school­ 
teacher. and Roy Bettis, of Wauke­ 
gan, 111., a long time resident of 
the Panama Canal Zone, are among 
more than 70 persons arrested since 
the shooting. No charge has been 
filed against any of the prisoners. 
Lipstein, who flew in from Vene­ 
zuela a few' hours before unidenti­ 
fied tommygunners slew Renton at 
the Juan Franco Racetrack Sun­ 
day, was arrested when he tried 
to board a Miami-bound plane here 
Tuesday night. 
Persons who saw the arrest said 
Lipstein was wearing old. muddy 
clothing at the time. 
Police said 
his baggage contained clothes “fit 
for a millionaire.” 
Lipstein’s passport identified him 
only as a native of New' York, but 
in Washington the State Depart­ 
ment said he is believed to be a 
resident of Los Angeles. The U. S. 
Embassy here has been unable to 
get in touch with him for further 
details. 
Bettis, who has lived and worked 
in the U. S.-administored canal zone 
for 14 years, was arrested by police 
who were sent to bring in his chauf­ 
feur. 
The chauffeur is an ardent 
supporter of arrested ex-president 
Arnulfo Arias. 


MOTHER SAYS SON IS NOT 
INTERESTED IN POLITICS 
WAUKEGAN, 111. CP) — The 
mother of Roy Bettis, one of two 
Americans arrested in the search 
for the killer of Panama's Presi­ 
dent Jose A. Remon, said today 
“He’s not interested in politics 
there.” 
Bettis, a 36 year-old ti. S govern­

Panama, was 
picked up Wednesday. 
Sources 
said the only apparent reason was 
that his chauffeur was a known 
supporter of former President Ar­ 
nulfo Arias. 
Bettis' mother, Mrs. Mary C. Bet­ 
tis, said the news of her son’s ar­ 
rest was “hard to take,” but she 
was sure he would be found inno­ 
cent of any connection with Re- 
mon's murder. 
The Waukegan High School band 
leader, Otto FL Graham, said Bettis 
had told him he “kept out” of 
Panama politics. 
Mrs. Bettis said her son was a 
1937 graduate of Waukegan High 
School, wras an Air Force lieuten­ 
ant in World War ll. and has been 
with the U. S. government service 
in Panama since 1940.

ing their ends through aggression.” 
Stresses Balanced Force 
Emphasizing that it was pre­ 
pared “under my personal direc­ 
tion,” Mr. Eisenhower said the 
new military

will give 
America the kind of “ balanced” 
armed forces it needs to insure a 
“ swift and decisive’’ answer to any 
threat of Communist aggression. 
Mr. Eisenhower said he will ask 
Congress later for legislation to 
I extend the draft, now due to lapse 
June 30, and to create a compre­ 
hensive, strong reserve force.
